As stated by applicant, Niu et al does not disclose or 
suggest the instantly claimed polymer materials now required in 
the instant claims. With respect to Nahass et al, the examiner 
agrees that the reference does not inherently meet the claimed 
limitations. Specifically, applicant has shown by direct 
comparative example that the claimed ^'product -by-process" 
limitations result in patentable differences over melt blended 
compositions (as taught in Nahass) . See, for example, page 7 of 
the instant specification (comparative example 4) .
